Oi r I nner N eighbors —Oar knowl­ 
edge of the part played by the more highly 
organized parasites of the helminthoid type 
has been greatly increased within recent 
years. It is now a well-known fact, for 
instance, that the blood vessels of a human 
being capable of going about his daily avo­ 
cations may contain from *20,000 to 30,000 
minute embryo Dematoid worms. This is 
the condition of hundreds of persons in 
certain tropical and sub-tropical countries, 
as was ascertained in the first instance by 
Dr. T. Lewis, of Calcutta. Many persons 
so affected suffer from chyluria, or ele­ 
phantiasis, in one or other of its forms ; 
but this is far from being the case with all. 
Curiously enough, too, later researches 
have shown that these teeming multitudes 
of nematoids lnrk in some unknown re­ 
cesses of the vascular system during the 
daytime, and that only as Eight approaches 
do they wander at large through the ves­ 
sels generally. Thus, as Dr. Manson tells 
us, a single drop of blood taken from a 
prick of the finger at midnight in a person 
so affeoted may contain as many as 200 
embryo nematoids, while many drops sim­ 
ilarly obtained at midday will not reveal a 
single worm.

A correspondent of the New York Trib­ 
une, writing from Tunis under date of 
January tith, gives the following interest­ 
ing account of the removal of the remains 
of John Howard Payne from their former 
resting place to America : 
T>-day the remains of the author of 
“ Home, Sweet Home,” left the shores of 
Tunis on board a French steamer, to be 
carried to Marseilles, whence they aro to 
be forwarded to America. Yesterday at 
10 o’clock a. m. I went to the not unat­ 
tractive and decidedly neat Protestant 
cemetery of St. George, situated on high, 
well-eurrounded ground within the city. I 
was agreeably disappointed iu tbe appear­ 
ance of this God’s acre, as I had read in 
American newspapers that Payne’s grave 
was a neglected one, in a neglected burial 
ground. On the contrary, the grounds 
were planted with flourishing and fragrant 
rose-bushes, splendid clumps of heliotropes, 
and hedges of bridiant carnation pinks and 
geraniums, while the walks were clean and 
smooth, and the stones aud monuments 
snowy white in the morning 6un.

acre, 
aud 
al­ 
most in the center of it was the grave of 
Payne. At the head of the grave was 
standing a large and b -autiful peppsr tree, 
branches of which bent tenderly anddroop- 
ingly over the tomb. Tnis, the finest and 
noblest tree in tbe place, was planted 
by one of Payne’s truest and best friends 
iu Tunis—M. Cbappeilie—who was present 
at the death and interment of the poet. 
From M. Chappeliie and also Mr. Reade, 
the British Consul, under whose direction 
the disinterment took place, I learned much 
of Payne’s last days and sickness. The 
narrative of them is a painful one. Let it 
suffice if I write what I heard touchingly 
and heartily said by the two or three gen­ 
tlemen present at the exhumation who had 
familiarly known Payne, that his character 
through disappointments, fancied loneliness 
and long brooding had become of a sad, 
soft and delicate melancholy, that was, 
while gentle and pitiful, at the same time 
most winning ai.d beautiful. His illness 
was a long and painful one, hut he had 
most faithful and loving friends in M. 
Chappeliie, M. Piaani, Mr. Iloade, Mme. 
Chappeliie (an Amerieau-born lady with an 
American heart), and a certain—now old— 
Arab dragoman, whose attachment to the 
poet was deep and eincere. I saw this 
honest man at the exhumación, wearing 
hia Aral? costume, believing iu the Mahom­ 
etan religion, but full of Christianlike hu­ 
manity. The Europeans present at the 
grave on this sunny Friday morn’ng were 
about a dozen in nnniber, several Arab gen­ 
tlemen being also on the ground in their 
rich and picturesque dress aud turbans. 
The coffin was reached by the workmen 
at about 12 o’clock, aud was carefully 
lifted and placed on the broad marble slab 
which for thirty years had covered it, aud 
which bears tbe following inscription : 
K PLÜIÜBUS UNUM. 
(Shield and eagk). 
In memory of Coiouel John Howard Payne, twice 
Consul of the United States uf America for the city 
and kingdom of Tunis, this atone ia here placed by a 
grateful country. He died at the America i Codmi- 
iate in this city after a tedious ¡lineas April 1, 1852. 
He was burn at the city of Boston, State of Massa­ 
chusetts, June 8, 1702 His fame as a poet and 
oramaList i- w-ell known wherever the English ¡ai¡■ 
guage is spoken, through his celebrated ballad of 
" Home, Sweet Home,” and hia popular tragedy of 
“ Brutus, ’ and other similar productions. 
Ou the four edges of this slab is also 
carved : 
11 Sure, when thy gertie spirit fled 
To realms bevocd the azure dome. 
With arms outstretched. Cod’s auge! said, 
* Welcome to heaven’s Home, Sw.et Hone.’ ” 
The coffin was badly rotted in spite of 
the care taken by United States Consul 
Fish, who several months ago incased it in 
cement for its better preservation. A little 
thread-like root of the pfpper tree had 
made its way into the grave and coffin, 
aud was just about to pasB across the fore­ 
head. Some of our mother earth had got 
in the coffin and mingled with the bones. 
Tne whole skeleton was obtained and laid 
reverently in a new coffin, which was cov­ 
ered with lead, soldered and sealed. This 
was then placed in a neat, native hard­ 
wood coffin, -which was secured by locks 
and keys, all then being put in the strong, 
iron bound outside box, which bore the ad­ 
dress : “ To U. S. Consul Taylor, Mar­ 
seille3, France.” 
At 3 o’clock in the afternoon the body 
was taken to tne smail and simple Protest­ 
ant church and placed near the pretty lit­ 
tle chancel window, on which ars inscribed 
these words : To the Memory of 
JOHN HOWARD PAYNE, 
Author of “ If .me, Sweet Home.” 
This window was made ia England and 
placod here by a few English-speaking res­ 
idents of Tunis, whose admiration and re­ 
spect for Pay no were decided and sincere. 
Indeed, I found among the poet’s friends 
an affectionate regard that was akin to en­ 
thusiasm. They grieved to lose the sacred 
bones that had lain here for thirty long 
years—the objects of their loving and 
ceaseless care. When the body was car­ 
ried into the church an English gentleman 
at the little American made organ played 
the air and a sweet-voiced American lady 
sang the immortal song of the dead poet; 
and as the tender words tremulously 
floated through and filled the holy place, 
hearts swelled, eyes were suffused, and 
“ A charm from the skies seemed to hallow 
us there.” 
Tongue cannot tell nor pen describe the 
effect of that song sung under the circum­ 
stances I have slated. T se gloaming of the 
coming evening had wept into the chapel 
and the “ dim relig>0U3 light ” that Payne’s 
poetic temperament could have under­ 
stood and absorbed, bathed all, both living 
and dead, in its mellow radiance. Thetwi 
light came on apace, and we lift the poor 
remains to lie there until the morrow, 
guarded by the faithful dragoman who in 
life, as in death, was stanch aud faithful to 
the last. 
To-day the body was taken to the 
Marina and put aboard a boat and rowed 
down -ue bay and out into the open, where 
it w.;s received on the French steamer, 
whioi s on after was en route to Mar­ 
seilles. Thus John Howard Payne left 
Tunis to be re-buried in the land he loved, 
to sleep henceforth under the flag he 
served so well, not agaiD, it ia tobe hoped, 
to be disturbed, but to lie dreamless and 
tranquil in the soil of his own Home, 
Sweet Home. Visiting the cemetery to­ 
day, I found the marble slab replaced over 
the now empty tomb, the debris removed, 
and all abont the grave looking as neat as 
possible. 
Mr. Reade—whose admirable 
management of the exhumation and com­ 
pliance with every wish and instruction of 
tbe United States Government in tho mat­ 
ter cannot be too highly commended—said 
to me : “ We shall put back the slab with its 
inscription, adding thereto the fact and 
date of the remov al of the body to the 
United States, and shall then religiously 
preserve and keep pure and clear the mar­ 
ble that we marked his grave with more 
than a quarter of a century ago ; bnt 
deeper, clearer than carved epitaph, we 
shall cherish the memory of poor Payne in 
our heart of heart?.” 
The following beautiful lines from the 
pen of Will Carlton upon the above sub­ 
ject are found in Harper's 1 Vetkly : 
COMING HOME AT LAST.

W e can congratulate the au th o r of this 
'w ork th a t he has m et w ith an unkind 
critic. 
I t is well th at the sneer should at 
tim es play its part. 
In th e unanim ity 
w ith which Mr. B ancroft’s w orks have 
been received w ith open arm s, there has 
been danger of praise palling upon taste. 
In an E astern review he and his work have 
been m ercilessly criticised and literally 
torn in tw ain. 
Reduced to its essence, the 
objection th a t our E astern contem porary 
takes to Mr. B ancroft’s volumes consists of 
tw o things—th a t he em ploys amanuenses 
who do the real labor of transcription and 
aseist in ihe w ork cf composition, aud sec­ 
ondly, th a t he has not taken the conven­ 
tional view of early history of the W estern 
shores, ventured to differ w ith some em i­ 
n e n t authors, and has trea te d legend and 
rom ance as 
historical facts. 
A dded to 
th is is some carping th a t M r. Bauercfs has 
not cited authors whom th e review er deems 
th e b ette r w riters on certain points of his­ 
toric dispute. 
T his is ali there is in the 
criticism th a t has aw akened so much pub­ 
lic attention, and interested even the pro­ 
saic telegraph, when it is divested of the 
unquestionably scholarly guise. 
I t is not 
to be conceded th a t th e objections found 
to the style of M r. B anoioft ere a t all es­ 
sential to he considered—we prefer, w ith 
th e vast m ajority of readers, to look only 
at the accom plishm ents of the au;kor. 
In 
th e first place—though we have no com­ 
m ission to speak for Mr. B ancroft, and no 
personal know ledge of w hat hi3 own de­ 
fense m ay be— it has never been a m atter 
of concealm ent here th a t he was engaged 
in a w ork dem anding th e aid of a large 
num ber of ladies and gentlem en in the col­ 
lation of the notes and d ata necessary to 
th e w ork in hand. 
C ertainly it was well 
know n on this coast, and th e designer of 
th e w ork has been rath er proud to m ake it 
know n. 
H u b ert H ow e B ancroft, retiring 
from a long life of laboras a m erchant, in­ 
spired 
by 
a 
natural 
love 
for books, 
and by a taste for literature, qualified by a 
bread reading and a liberal education, be­ 
gan the collection of a private library, con­ 
sisting. in the m ain, of w orks devoted to 
th e history of th e peoples of the Pacific 
shores of this contiueut. 
In this labor he 
visited Europe tw iea, searching in every 
nook and corner for treasures for his li­ 
brary, and for rare a rd desirable m anu­ 
scripts and maps and charts. 
H e spared 
no outlay of money in ransacking the world 
for the m aterial so necessary to his task. 
His m uch travel, his untiring labor and 
p atient research in th is m atter, are facts of 
local history, and need no t be repeated. 
Suffice it to say no private library on the 
globe ha3 been draw n from such varied 
sources or accum ulated under such diffi­ 
culties. 
I t now stands in a hanisom e 
building in San Francieco, w hich its owner 
erected as a fitting shrine for his w ork, a 
collection of 35,000 volumes. In detail, this 
library has been tw ice described in these 
column'-, I t was in th e m idst of these trear. 
ures th a ; M r. B arcroft gave himself up to 
t íe arrangem ent and classifying of the 
facta 
of 
history 
re lsti ¡g 
to 
this 
coast, and 
th e 
racss 
of 
people 
who 
have 
dw elt 
here, 
th e 
adventurers 
who have invaded it, the conquests it has 
bean subject to, th e scenes it has been the 
w itness of, th e grow th and the develop­ 
m ent which have ¡esulfed from the contend­ 
ing forces of three centuries. 
W hen we 
liBten to th e them e W agner’s geniu3 haB 
prepared for our ear, and through it for our 
soul, we do not pause to ask how he ao- 
complished it in detail. 
I t is enough to 
know th a t he has grasped more of the 
divine inspiration of m elody, has given it 
grander expression, th an any of his pre­ 
decessors ; th a t he has gone beyond and 
before the age, and has draw n it up to him 
by the power of his genius. 
W e do not 
invade th e sanctuary of the composer and 
nib his pens, or test the quality of his inks ; 
we do co t care to know w hether he was 
aided 
by 
amanuenses 
or not. 
W hat 
we 
do 
care 
to 
know 
is, 
whose 
was 
th e m ind 
th a t 
conceived, 
whose 
th e 
perseverance 
th a t 
accomplished ? 
I t would add nothing to th e appreciation 
of the w ork to know th a t th e w riter alooe 
had penned every line, collated every fact, 
copied out every date, w ritten every chap­ 
te r and form ulated every passage of a 
w ork the very scope aod character of which 
proves th a t to its accom plishm ent no single 
life would be sufficiently ample. 
O a the 
contrary, the world is indebted to this man 
because he had the broad comprehension 
and the nnseitish liberality and the genius 
to enter upon a task th a t can only be com­ 
passed by the very means he has employed. 
T here were unw ritten pages of history 
covering in th eir sweep such vast periods 
of tim e th a t no single intelligence had be­ 
fore dared to even contemplate them in 
th eir full extent until Mr. B ancroft essayed 
th e task of gleaning from th e w orld of scat­ 
tered m anuscript, books, m aps, charts, let­ 
ters and w asting tomes, th e fact and the 
rom ance, saving to the literatu re of our 
day 
these 
m olding 
and 
fast 
being 
forgotten 
records. 
I t 
is 
to him th a t 
th e 
people 
of 
this 
-century 
owe 
it 
th a t in a compact form and a reasonable 
num ber of volumes th ey are to be enabled 
to command a t one view all of historical 
value th a t is existent in th e world concern­ 
ing th is coast. 
To the very few was it 
given alone to even peer into the treasures 
of the history now undertaken by7 B»n- 
oroft, 
b ut by bis agency the hum blest 
scholar w ill be enabled to w alk in fields 
w here he had never before hoped to tread. 
T o the unselfish am bition of an hum ble 
citizen iu gratifying the desire to add to 
th e treasore-house of th e w orld’s know! 
edge, we are indebted for records th a t will 
endure as long as this country has a history. 
W e do no t care to inquire into the hidden 
influence th a t inspires him to this w o rt. 
W e know it is not hope cf gain, for from 
such 
s 
vast 
undertaking, 
involving 
such 
an 
outlay 
of 
money, 
there 
C3n 
be 
no 
adequate 
retu rn 
in one 
lifetim e, 
and 
we 
much doubt if ever 
th e m oney-cost of producing this H istory 
of th e Pacific States of Am erica can be 
realized from the sales possible to such a 
work. 
T here are certain events in th e life 
of every m an th a t stamp and fashion his 
character, bu t it is of no present conse­ 
quence to this people w hat th e event was 
th a t m oved oar fellow-oitizen to enter upon 
th e work which now absorbs the hours and 
years of bis life and tbe fortune th a t com­ 
m ercial pursuits nad 
gathered. 
I t is 
enoagh to know th at he is contributing to 
th e intelligence of the world, and is doing 
a work th a t will not be ¡03t when he is 
gone, b ut will, by coming generations, be 
prized more richly th an is possible by us. 
W aat, then, if the carping critic Bhall dis­ 
cover flaws in th e style of th e w rite r; 
shall we allow these to blind us to his 
m arvelous resolution and indomitable per­ 
severance ? even if we shall admit for tbe 
tim e and the argument that the critic is 
correct in his view ? 
W hat if it be true 
th a t Bancroft is at tim es “ strained and 
pragmatical, or th a t his philosophizings 
sire 
sometimes 
in 
narrow 
grooves 
and superficial ”—shall we permit these de­ 
fects of minor importance to blind ns to 
th e inestimable value of this ample store­ 
house of knowledge which he has piled to 
tb e very rafters for the delectation of his 
fellow-m en ? 
T h at in his methods and his 
sty le he gives evidence of rare originality 
and marked vigor of th o u g h t; th at he is 
no m ere co p y ist; th at he is ju st in his es­ 
timates, cool in his judgment, dispassionate 
in his arraignm ents and faithful in his re 
oitals, none have denied. 
As to the criti- 
M K i th a t he has elevated m yths into his- 
^ ^ c a l realities, and ha9 sought to build 
in .o facts roteantes and legends, let the 


impartial reader determine. 
Certainly 
neither the critic nor Mr. Bancroft can dis­ 
cuss those matters with satisfaction in the 
ordinary limits of newspaper columns. 
Bat we pass these profitless considerations 
growing out of tbe methods Mr. Bancroft 
employed to index, arrange and annotate 
his vast collection and divide it into his­ 
torical, 
ethnographical, biographical aud 
physical divisions, 
and to draw th ere ­ 
from 
the 
facts 
and 
data 
necessary 
to his task. 
W e tarn to consider rath er 
the work itself—th e result of the fine tastes 
of a gentlem an of culture—the contribu­ 
tion of a Californian to the literature of 
his country, tha gift of an unselfish man to 
tho historical records of a nation as yet 
upon th e threshold of life and action. The 
five first volumes of the work, which in­ 
clude a history of th e Dative races of the 
Pacific coast, have been already noticed at 
length in these cMu.Ann, and analyzed iu 
critical reviews. 
O ur present purpose is 
to depart from that style. 
W e desire 
rath er to inform our readers as to what the 
more recent volumes in the series of the 
H istory of the Pac fie S tates of N orth 
A m erica are. 
Our purpose is not now to 
consider Mr. B ancroft’s m ethods of tre a t­ 
m ent, his style or his literary ability. 
U n­ 
til another date let these m atters rest. 
W e 
prefer 
to 
invite 
the 
attention 
to the book as it is, that our readers 
may understandingly enter r.pon its pos­ 
session. 
Let it be prefaced that the work 
will by estim ate em brace 39 volumes, and 
th a t these will include the history of all 
th e Pacific States from C entral Am erica to 
Alaska, and will after th a t include a vol­ 
ume on California Pastoral, one entitled 
California In te r Pocula, one on Popular 
Tribunals, one containing Essays and M is­ 
cellany, and one on L iterary Industries. 
T his gives, w ith the five volumes first 
issued, a com plete w ork, th e value cf which 
is n ot now to be m easured. 
I t w ill be the 
privilege of future generations to place the 
pioper estim ate upon the w ork to w hich 
this gentlem an has devoted his life ; a 
w ork ih at is as attractive for its literary 
style 
as 
it 
is 
valuable 
as 
an 
addi­ 
tion to th e w orld's historical treasures. 
Tbe history of Centr-1 Am erica is to be 
compassed in three volumes, the first of 
w hich is before us. 
Iu th e preparation of 
th is history tome *20,000 volumes were con­ 
sulted, and from this single fact may bo 
gathered some idea of the m agnitude of the 
enterprise, and account, iu p art at least, 
for the m ethods em ployed to accomplish it 
w ithin a lifetim e, for it m ust be evident 
th a t no one man could have passed faith ­ 
fully over such ground and have sim ulta­ 
neously m ade up the record. 
Precisely for 
th at reason th e histoi y series contem plated 
by Mr. B ancroft could never have been 
prepared had ha n et adopted the system he 
did of engaging in the w ork a num ber of 
assistants, who carry out tho conception 
th at is his alone, and svery line of whose 
work passes under the m aster’s eye and Í9 
prepared according to the m odel and o u t­ 
line he has given, while all th e more im ­ 
p o rtan t com m entaries come from his pen 
direct, as we understand it. 
B at for this 
m ethod, then, 
th e 
history of 
C -u trrl 
A m erica m ust have rem ained as heretofore, 
iu diverse records, scattering volumes, de­ 
caying m auuecripts, incom plete docum ents 
and abbreviated sketches, 
finding te s t 
form only in a few historical w orks th a t 
have been recognized as the more or less 
com plete labors of men of lofty genius. 
W e find in th e volume nearly 100 pages 
of authorities -consulted, aud learn from 
the author’s explanations th a t the entire 
list would have incum bered 150 other 
pages had all been given. 
I t is to be 
easily seen, therefore, w herein the E astern 
reviewer was at error in charging th a t some 
recognized authorities had not been read 
by Mr. Bancroft. 
The tirEt volume em ­ 
braces tbe period betw een the years 1501 
and 1530, and opens w ith a general view of 
civilization a t the beginning of the six­ 
teenth century. 
The history begins a t the 
tim e 
w hen 
Castile and Aragon 
were 
the dom inant powers of Europe, and a pre­ 
factory glance is bad at the originof the 
Spaniards from whom sprang those whose 
fortunes in th e new w orld the book follows. 
W e have consideration of the developm ent 
of Spanish character, aud by w hich we 
gain a clearer view of the conditions sur­ 
rounding the people who entered upon the 
conquests in America. 
W e are introduced 
into the religion, the social status, the bar­ 
barisms, the dom estic life and daily habits 
and customs of th e people. 
Then follows 
this introducrion th e history proper, be­ 
ginning w ith a sum m ary of the early voy­ 
ages, illum inated by maps and charts, and 
by which sum m ary we gain an insight into 
the slave trade, th e Columbian epoch, and 
cume fiualiy to th e first voyage cf Colum­ 
bus, and then th a t of V espucci, and the 
fourth voyage of Columbus, the discovery 
of the Pacific, th e Pacific coast explora­ 
tions, the discovery of Lower California, the 
invasion of New Mexico, and the discovery 
of California and Arizona. 
O ur author re ­ 
turns from these necessary digressions to 
the year 1492 ; in th e second chapter tre a t­ 
ing of Columbus, hie discovery and his m is­ 
taken ideas. W e are taken along delightful 
paths of narrative, w ith borders of com­ 
m ent, to the m eeting betw een the natives 
aud the Spaniards, to th e consideration of 
Columbus as a ruler, and to the fervid de­ 
scriptions of th e wondrous beauties of the 
Isthm us and the discovery of Darien by 
Bastidas in tivo caravels. 
From th is on we 
do not have space nor deem it necessary to 
follow the author in detail in bis analysis of 
Irving and Prescott, whom he criticises 
w ith boldness, and yet gently, and as one 
conscious of d nty under th e tiu th ; nor to 
proceed w ith him in his account of the 
Spanish colonial system ; of the G overn­ 
m ents of Nueva, 
A ndalucía and 
C as­ 
tilla 
Del 
O ro; 
of 
the 
early 
se t­ 
tlem ent 
of 
S m ta 
M aria 
de 
la 
Antigua 
D -l 
D arien ; 
of 
th e 
wars 
and conspiracies of the p e rio d ; 
of the 
di«covery of the Pacific in Septem ber, 
1513, 
by

I t m ust suffice to say th a t in 
rom antic interest the book has a m arvelous 
charm ; in the narrative a rt the author is 
an ad ep t; in the consideration of conditions 
and the weighing cf m otives he proves 
himself possessed tf those judicial qualltirs 
so essentia! to the historian. 
The book 
reveals a broad plan, peifect in detail, and 
w ithout involvm ent. 
I t is a romance w ith 
no violation of tbe real, a brilliant picture 
w ith no unpardonable over-color. 
I t is a 
w ork dem onstrating th a t the author is of 
an 
analytical 
mind, reads 
nature 
by 
th e light of 
nature, and rises superioi 
to prejudices and creeds, to doclrincs aud 
beliefs, to superstition aud legend, in his 
evolution of tru th from the tangled web of 
the past. 
I t indicates w hat a mine of his­ 
toric w ealth the series will constitute 
when complete, and how rich a contribu 
tion to the historic knowledge of the world 
he is m aking. 
F or tb e young m an and 
woman 
these volumes 
should 
be 
es­ 
pecially attractive, and we 
cao 
scarce 
conceive of any literary student or thought- 
fnl reader who will deliberately rem ain dis­ 
possessed of them . 
They are fact com- 
pendium s and literary index rernm s of a 
cnaracter not otherwise to be procured, 
and recorded dramas of some of the m ost 
rom antic and tragic scenes th a t have ever 
transpired upon the continent.

Notes About the Farm.

A representative of th e R e c o r d U n io n 
called upon Mr. Cooke, Chief Executive 
H orticultural Officer, y e steriay , in relation 
to inquiries m ade a t this office concerning 
th e clearing of fru it trees from insect pests, 
: etc, 
M r. Cooke stated th a t now is tin 
i tim e to attend to this work, and th at peo­ 
ple in this city or elsew here having a few 
fru it trees, especially apple and pear, in 
their gsrdeos, could a t a very sm all cost 
secure th e crop of fru it from the ravages of 
th e codling m oth, or so called apple-worm, 
and th a t if tbe following directions were 
¡ followed the net gain will be equal to at 
I least 500 per cent, on the am ount ex­ 
pended. 


HOW TO CLEAN THE TREES. 
The m ost approved m ethod of proceed­ 
ing against this class of destructive pests, 
he- sab!, was as follows : 
M ake a spread 
of old grain-sacka sewed together, w ith 
which to cover tbe ground around the tree. 
Procure, if you have not already got, a 
tree.ecraper, w hich can be found at the 
hardw are store, at a cost cf from fifty to 
seventy five 
cents. 
Scrape off all the 
rongh b irk , and clean out the crotches 
and 
crevices 
of 
all 
loose 
m atter. 
The 
scrapings 
should 
be 
carefully 
gathered 
and burned, 
w ithout fail, as 
th e 
object 
is 
to 
destroy 
the 
larva? 
hibernating on the trees. 
E very larva of 
th e codling m oth killed at th s season of 
the year is equal to the destruction of one 
thousand at least in tbe coming fall, as 
th is pest produces a t least three broods 
each season. 
If th e trees are only infested 
by th e codling m oth, tb e body should be 
washed as high as scraped with a solution 
of one pound of concentrated lye to each 
gallon of w ater used ; the crotches aod 
crevices 
Bhould be thoroughly soaked. 
I t w ould also be advisable to scraps the 
tree three or four incbeB below the surface 
ot th e ground, as very often the larva? go 
below toe surface to m ake their nests on 
the bark of the tree. 
N early ah the pear 
and apple trees in gardens in this city are 
infested w ith this pest, aud should be 
cleaned w ithin th e present m onth. 


SPRAYING FOLIAGE AND FRUIT. 
A s soon as the fru it sets, or is about the 
size of a marble, the foliage aud fruit should 
be sprayed w ith the whale oil soap. 
One 
pound to each gallon of w ater u»ed, and 
the washing and spraying repeated in about 
three weeks, and, if necessary •- three weeks 
after second spraying. 
This _ -ying will 
prevent the m oths from depositing theireggs 
on th e fruit, and w ill prevent m ildew, be­ 
sides im proving the appearance of the tree 
and fruit. 
I t m ay appear th a t the am ount 
of spraying m entioned would cost more 
th an the fruit would be w orth. B ut, as an 
exam ple of th e cost, an orchard contain­ 
ing 10,000 trees was thoroughly sprayed 
tw ice last year, and the to tal cast for 
wash, labor, etc., was less th an 8200. 


BANDS FOR THE TREES. 
A bout tbe 10th of M ay bands made of 
old grain sacks or paper, about eight inches 
wide, should be placed on the trees a few 
inches from the ground, and also rags or 
sacks placed in th e crotches. 
Should any 
of the worms m ature in th e fruit, when 
full grown they leave the fruit and look for 
a place to go through th eir transform ations, 
which is often under the loose bark, or iu 
crotches or crevices found in the tree. 
These bands should be exam ined every 
seventh day, and th e larvae found under 
the bands or in the raga or m aterial placed 
in th e crotches of the tree, destroyed. 
T hat fruit can be caved in this way h<-8 
been fully demons! rated. 
Of course it will 
cost more iu proportion for a few trees than 
w here a larger num ber are to be cleaned. 
B ut large trees can be cleaned, 
where 
there is only codling m oth, for less than 
fifty cents per tree. 


NEW SCALE INSECT DISCOVERED. 
On a large num ber of pear trees of this 
city is found a scale insect known as tho 
D iaspis ostrea/ormis. 
A t the present tim e 
it is not found in any other place in the 
U nited States, b u t has been very trouble­ 
some in England on apple and pear trees. 
Prof. J. II Coni3tock, entom ologist of the 
D epartm ent of A griculture. W ashington, 
D. *C., in the report of 18S1, etates th at 
this species of scale insect ha3 not been 
found in the U nited States. 
Oa the 3d of 
M arch, 1SS2, he w rote as follows : 
“ Mr. Cooke : Y our letter and specimens 
received. 
W ithout doubt you are right. 
T he scale is the D . ostrea/ormis. 
T his is 
very im portaut, as it is th e first instance 
of which I know of this species in this 
country. 
Strong 
m earures 
should be 
taken to destroy it bt fore it gain3 a foot­ 
hold,” etc. 
Owners of trees, especially pear trees, 
should exam ine them carefully by scrap­ 
ing w ith th e blade of a pocket knife the 
debris fcund in crevices or around orifices 
w here branches aud lim bs have previously 
been cut off. 
The under side of the scale 
is w hite aud th e insect of a purplish color ; 
it m easures one thirty-second part of au 
inch in length. 
T reis infested should be 
sprayed w ith th e lye solution, while the 
sap is dorm ant, or w ith tbe whale-oil soap 
and sulphur m ixture (one pound to one 
gallon of w ater) when the tree is in leaf. 


THE APPLE-LEAF LOUSE 
(Aphis mali) is spreading rapidly on apple 
trees in this city and vicinity, and should 
be destroyed. 
I t covers th e foliage and 
fruit, leaving a sticky m atter, and in cases 
w here th e trees are badly infested it pro­ 
duces a disagreeable smell. 
T he cva or 
w inter eggs can be found on th e branches 
of trees infested last season, bu t as they 
m easure only cue-fiftieth of aa inch a lens 
is required to see them . 
The sam e tre a t­ 
m ent as for tb e D. ostreaformi» scale will 
destroy them . 
The woolly aphis, or 


APrLF. Tr.EE ROOT LOUSE, 
Ii found on m any apple trees. 
I t appears 
as a w hite cottony substance in the sum ­ 
m er season ; b ut 'f this cottony mass is 
exam ined, it will bo found to be a m ats of 
insects. 
A t this season the trees should 
be thoroughly SDrayed w ith the lye solu­ 
tion, so as to destroy any w inter egg3 on 
the tr e e ; then dig a trench around the 
tree down to the rcota ; p u t in a shovelful 
or tw o cf frvsb lim e ; on this pour enough 
w ater to cause it to commence to slack ; 
then cover up w ith the earth taken out of 
the trench. 
T ais will efLctua’ly prevent 
the lice from coming up out of tb e ground. 
If the roots of apple trees.infested by this 
species i f aphi3 are exam ined, la^ge excres­ 
cences will be found, caused by the sting of 
this pest. 
P arties buying young apple 
tree9 for planting should exam ine the roots, 
and if they find any of the roots k n o tty or 
w ith these excrescences, they should not 
buy them , as by planting such trees they 
are planting the disease on their premises. 


THE PEACH APHIS. 
In some instances young 
pcach-treeB 
have been found with excrescences ou the 
roots, probably caused by the peach aphis. 
Too mush care cannot be taken in guarding 
against infested nursery stock. 
Mr. Cooke thinks it would pay a couple 
of men to go into the bnsineBs of cleaning 
trees in this city at the present time. 
He 
farther generously says that if any per­ 
sons wish to try the business he will give 
them the necessary information, and loan 
them such apparatus as he has free of cost. 
It should not be any reason to neglect 
cleaning a few trees, or even a large 
orchard, because the owner of the adjoin­ 
ing premises neglects to do so. 
That au 
orchard can 
be cleaned and kept clean 
has been practically demonstrated, and re­ 
turns an excellent investm ent on the money 
expended. 
If by following the directions 
given in this article in reference to spraying 
i the foliage and fruit to protect the fruit 
from codling moth, and as these insects can 


only propagate their kind in fruits, if you 
should drive them into some person’s fruit 
that has not been protected, they cannot 
complain, as tbe old maxim teaches us 
“ self-preservation is the first law of na­ 
ture.” 


SHRUB LICE— LINNETS— WASHES— ETC. 
Owners of flower gardens, he continues, 
should have all plants and shrubs 
th a t 
w ere infested by plaut-lice ljist season care­ 
fully sprayed w ith the whale-oil soap aud 
sulphur m ixture. 
One pound to each two 
gallons cf w ater in places w here the plants 
are teuder, b ut for rosebushes, etc., one 
pound to each one-and-a half gallons. Tuis 
should be done early in th e spring, and a 
second tim e as soon as the lice appear. 
If 
carefully done this will destroy them effect­ 
ually. 
In answ er to an inquiry concerning the 
dam age done to apricot trees by linnets 
eating th e buds, Mr. Cooke stated th a t 
apricot trees sprayed w ith frhale-oil soap, 
one pound to th e gallon of w a'er, last year, 
in the orchard of M r. W olfskill, a t Los 
Angeles, was not annoyed by linnet?, while 
in previous years tbe crops were destroyed. 
Iu all cases w here any of t ie above 
washes are used, especially where the trets 
have been scraped, 
a smooth bark is 
form ed. 
I t should be remembered that ihe 
lye washes can only be used safely when 
th e sap of tbe tree is dormant, but the 
whale-oil soap can be used safely at any 
season of tbe year. 


F arm N otes. 
In selecting potato s. ed two 
things 
should be kept in mind : 
F irst, plant only 
such seed as m ay be expected to produce 
sm ooth, fair-sized potatoes ; Bi-cond, piaut 
only w uen th s seed is in full vigor.—[A. 
W . Caeever. 
C attle undergoing a f .ttening proces», as 
weil as those kept for th e production of 
m ilk, should eDjoy the greatest possible 
am ount of rest. 
A ll violent exercise mu3t 
be guarded against, as it greatly increases 
th e decomposition cf fat. 
T ar is one of the m ost useful articles to 
be kept about a stable. 
Internally use a 
fceaspoonful night and m orning for chronic 
coughs ; externally it is particularly useful 
in tnrush and all diseases or wounds of tho 
foot. 
M ixed w ith fish oil it íb one of the 
best rem edies for hard or brittle, feet. 
Some ODe has said, “ O rder is heaven’s 
first law .” 
T he aphorism is true as to 
heaven, and should prevail on the farm 
m re than any other place on earth. I t is a 
principle th a t should be studied, practiced 
and carried to the farthest extent. 
A 
handy place for everything, aud everything 
in its place, and in proper order, will facil­ 
itare labor, and consequently much more 
w ill be accomplished in the same tim e. 
T he age of sheep up to four years old is 
readily ascertained fr m the m outh. 
They 
p u t two large teeth in the center of the 
lower jaw , casting tw o sucking teeth at 
about tw elve m onths old. 
They p u t up 
tw o more large teeth each of the next three 
years, m aking at four years old a full 
m outh cf eight large teeth. 
These sooo 
become gatipy and worn, especially when 
sheep are L ed ou whole roots.—[American 
Farm er. 
Aa silk culture is becoming the rage 
now, a fence m ade of tw o rows of barbed 
w ire aud a row of m ulberry seedliugs or 
cuttiDgs placed on tbe inside of this, 
would, 
in a year, 
m ake quite a pretty 
hedge, as the foliage is rich and glossy. 
F ifty feet of such hedge would, th e first 
year, feed 1,000 silk-worm s, and the second 
year tw ice as m any. 
This hedge would 
no t require the careful cutting of osage, 
orange or pine, and would be a source of 
m uch profit, as well as an attraction. 
A great deal has been said and w ritten 
concerning the rights of farm ers’ boys, but 
nothing about the girls. 
I t is a common 
th in g for farm ers to pay th eir sons fair 
wages for their w ork ; y et th e daughters 
do not receive a dollar from m onth to 
m onth. 
W hy should this difference pxist 
betw een the farm er’s girl and his boy ? 
T he farm er is quite as much entitled to a 
rew ard for services as the latter. 
Iu 
tru th , 
tbe farm tr’s girl 
is 
frequently 
th e more valuable of 
the 
two. 
She 
is expected in 
m any 
cases 
to 
arise 
very early, get breakfast, clean up the 
house and prepare the other m eals required 
through tne day, or, if not, to at least 
largely aid in all these household duties. 
Iu 
addition, ehe 
is 
looked 
upon by 
father, m other and brother to entertain 
com pany— to act the hostess a t least as a 
creditable second to the m other, and while 
she may be the pride of the family, and 
regarded as sort of a privileged character, 
y e t m uch is expected from her in ten thou­ 
sand bmaller features of homo life. 
W hy, 
then, should she not be encouraged w ith a t 
least as much pay as the boy ? Iu addition 
to th at, th e farm house should be m ade as 
attractiv e as possible— w ith a piano, plenty 
of books, new spaper and pictures ; culti­ 
v ate a taste in tbe girls for flowers, etc. 
These features, w ith a m oderate am ount of 
w ork, should produce a happy and con­ 
ten ted home farm life. 


DR. C-LENW’S RANCH. 


The Larges: Wheat Farm in California— 
Goose killing Patrol. 
“ Jacinto R inch,” as the farm of the late 
D r. G lenn was fam iliarly called, is one of 
th e m ost famous in the world. 
Situated 
in Colusa county on the banks of th e Sac­ 
ram ento river, it extends along its w ind­ 
ings about th irty miles, of an average 
w idth of five miles. 
A lthough no t the 
largest trac t in the Slate owned by ODe 
person, it is supposed to contain the great­ 
est num ber of acres under actual cultiva­ 
tion. 
I t is subdivided into tw elve pieces, 
each covering an area of 
5,000 acres. 
These separate parcels were attended by a 
force of workm en, the deceased owner in 
his 
lifetim e 
personally 
superintending 
everything th a t was done upon his prop­ 
erty. 
JACINTO RANCH 
W as given great notoriety some m onths 
ago by the publication in F rank Leslie's 
Illustrated W etk'y of a series of articles 
concerning it, accompanied by wood cuts 
of the m ost prom inent scenes. 
Copies of 
this paper circulating all over the world, 
th e farm became widely known, and tiie 
details of its productions and m ethods of 
cultivation caused w onderm ent in Europe 
and the E iste rn States, w here landed pos­ 
sessions are on a m uch sm aller scale than 
iu California. 
One of the features dw elt 
upon at length l.y the w riters and engrav­ 
ers of the New Y ork journal w ere the rav­ 
ages of tbe wild ducks and geese upon the 
sprouting grain, and the means taken by 
Dr. Glenn to get rid of them . 
In many 
other parts of the State, as well as in 
Colusa 
county, 
these 
b ;rds sw arm in 
m yriads, and, resisting all ordinary en 
deavors made to frighten them away, de­ 
vour the blades of w heat and leave the 
field actually depleted of every article cf 
growth. 
W hen driven from one spot they 
quickly alight at another, and it is bu t 
barely possible to successfully cope w ith 
them. 
SHOOTING DUCKS AND GEESE. 
On Dr. Glenn’s ranch there is done some­ 
thing which perhaps Í3 not seen in any 
other part of the world. 
The whole win­ 
ter through there are employed a number 
of men, greater or smaller as the seasoD re­ 
quires, whose sole occupation is to patrol 
the ranch and keep away these pests of 
grain-grvwing districts. They are supplied 
with horses and wide bore shotgnDS, and 
ride about firing at random into the flocks, 
killing incredible numbers. 
During the 
sprouting season fifty men are thus en­ 
gaged. 
Tais subject was illustrated in the 
series of sketches, and served to show 
Eastern anil European readers the vast ex­ 
tension of 
California’s grain-fields. 
In 
other different ways Jacinto Rauch Í9 an 
interestiug spot. 
The town of Jacinto, 
where the unfortunate affair termiuating in 
the death of Dr. Glenn occurred, was 
founded some years ago by him as a cen­ 
tral point at which his several hundred 
employes might gatnei upon Sundays and 
holidays. 
THE VILLAGX OF JACINTO. 
Scores were afterward erected there, 
until now it is a pleasing little village. 
W hen not engaged about the farm the men 


repair to Jacinto, instead of visiting towns 
larger but more remote. 
Tney can be sera 
about the few well kept streets on Sun­ 
days, occupied in athletic sports or a r r a n g ­ 
in g teams, etc., for the next day’s work. 
The v illa g e has an exceedingly home like 
appearance. The deceased gentleman would 
be frequently seen about, w itn e s s in g the 
games or assisting a t oiÜDg an sx ’e, *~eing 
not in the least averse to manual labor. 
His sun-brow ned face and horny hands 
fully attested this, and m ade him loved 
and respected by his employes. 
The care 
and cultivation of th e (10,000 acre farm was 
also a study possessing interest, not only 
to the agriculturist, but, on account of the 
extensive scale upon which it was con­ 
ducted, to the general reader as wel[. 


OTHER FEATURES. 
Plow ing is done by m onster gang-plows, 
draw n gen .rally by a team of eight horses, 
but often by sixteen. 
An idea of the size 
of the fields csn be bad when it is known 
th a t in turning up the o u tsiie furrow s the 
plow th a t leaves a point im m ediately after 
breakfast returns to the same spot by din­ 
ner tim e. 
Arier the m idday meal another 
furrow ¡3 made oniy when w m k is again 
stopped for su jp-.r 
D uring th e thrashing 
season the farm ír literally alive w ith buslie 
and animation, the many stacks of grain 
that d,.t the area u .on which the eye could 
look for miles and behold nothing save a 
wavir, / 8-a of standing w heat, each hav­ 
ing bw iile it a steam torasher and a large 
force cf men. 
A fter being sacked the pro­ 
ducts cf the ranch were shipped in barges 
down tue Sacramento river to P o rt Costa 
and Sau Francisco. 
The residence of Dr. 
G lenn was alw ays a welcome place for 
fri-nd or w eary traveler, th e latchstring 
being a t th e disposal of either. 
Tbe host 
was alw ays a t home, and in a quiet, unas­ 
sum ing way ready to dispense liberal hoa 
pitality.

last the San Francisco Chronicle attem pted 
a feeble response, and on W ednesday ad­

The road runs 
through C ontra Costa, San Joaquin, Fresno, 
M erced, Stanislaus, Tulare and K ern, 
If, 
for liberalty’s sake, we take the population 
of those counties to their utterm ost borders, 
and away beyond Sum ner, over the Te- 
hacapi m ountains, it aggregates bu t 77,642, 
and the square miles to the extrem eet lim ­ 
its am ount to but 28,174. 
This gives a 
population to a square mile of about two 
and three-fourths persons upon whom the 
transporter m ust m ost depend for way 
traffic. • H ow is it w ith the great lines at 
the E ast, such as the Pittsburg, Fort 
W ayne and Chicago, M ichigan Southern, 
etc, ? 
They traverse chains of counties 
where the population is to the square mile, 
M ichigan, 58 51 ; Ohio, SO 02 ; Pennsyl­ 
vania, 93 10 ; Illinois, 55 56 ; N ew York, 
10S.116. 
The tru th is, th e haul of produce 
from K ern county proved the falsity of 
M r. Foote’s charges ; proved th at the rail­ 
way prom oted culture of the soil ; proved 
th a t the rate per tun per mile was astonish­ 
ingly low and a complete ignoring of the 
em pty haul; p ro v ed th attb ecarrie r is doing 
its utm ost to develop the producer, and 
th at th eir intereets are m utual and would 
need no artificial adjustm ent if the m ercy

striking coincidence th a t a leading journal 
on the other side of the continent, in a re­ 
cent article publiehed 
about the same 
period, should have ejaborated precisely 
sim ilar truths. 
W e present this morniDg 
a paper from the Chicago Times of Febru­ 
ary 15th, which every citizen who has the 
welfare of the State at h eart should care­ 
fully peruse. 
I t dem onstrates beyond the 
possibility of contradiction how commerce 
puts its seal of approval upon the texts 
th a t low cost of transportation fosters pro­ 


duction ; th a t the transporter is nowhere 
so blind to his own interests as to lose 
sight of th a t fact, and th a t in increased 
production he finds hie greatest advantage. 
The w riter clearly shows th at th e saving 
by reduction in freight charges to the peo­ 
ple, by reason of railroad construction be­ 
tween 1866 and 1882, has more than equaled 
all the m oney cost of the w ar of the re­ 
bellion, and th at the practical economies in 
the adm inistration of railroad affairs have 
resulted from inflexible necessity to m eet 
the exigencies cf commerce. 
H e considers 
also the question of railroad consolidation, 
and its economic effects upon trad e and 
production, and also dw ells upon the rela­ 
tion the carriers of the country bear to 
other employers and 
wage payers, and 
proves conclusively th at in this whole m at­ 
ter of carriage by rail n atu ral law s are 
stronger than hum an agencies, and th a t 
the m ost suicidal of all policies are those 
th a t perm it ignorance and prejudice to 
shape the laws affecting the m utual in ter­ 
ests and relations of producer and tran s­ 
porter.

W hen St. Paul said that "G od mads all 
men of ore blood to dwell up m the face of 
the earth,’’ he very wisely put iu the qualify- 
ing_ clause, “ and has fixed the bounds of 
their habitation.” Race prejudice has been 
a potent factor in forming the world’s civil­ 
izations. 
I t may even be safe to tay that 
race prejudice has been of much service 
to 
mankind, 
since ita 
very 
foundation 
source resides 
in the sentim ent of fra­ 
ternity between the 
individuals 
of the 
same 
race 
or 
between 
kindred races. 
To indulge a special feeling of fraternity for 
those of our own race operates in the nature 
of a sentiment cf hostility toward other races 
Whoever extends a special helpfulness toward 
the people cf his own race or nationality 
denies the claim of a common hum anity. To 
be for a clast, involves the sense of being op­ 
posed to other classes. 
Reciprocal relations 
are indispensable to harm my between races 
anil nations in social, poli ical and commer­ 
cial contact. 
No people can lv-pe to escape 
becoming the objects of special enmity and 
hostility who place the claim of race before 
the claim i f a common hum anity. T odosoi- 
to indulge in race prejudice on the lowest, 
meanest and meat seltiih plane. 
The Jewish race has been the subject of 
prrsecuti-m and special hostility in nearly ail 
i he civilizjd countries of the world ; not be­ 
cause they were n o tan educated, a refined and 
highly civilized race, but because of the 
exelusiv-nees practice ! by th at people. 
A 
race lh at ch uses to isolate itself by main­ 
taining a distinctiveneBS from its surroundings 
m aterially invites a sentim ent of opposition 
and prcvi-kes asi attiusde of hostility. 
The 
Jew s have iu all countries m aintaiaed a con­ 
jugal, social and religions exclusiveness which 
nave made them a foreign element in every 
body politic. 
As we have already asserted, reciprocity is 
the only basis of harmoDy between differing 
races io c ntact. 
T hat which will not assim 
ilate will be sicughedoff by organized sccie’y, 
as wel! a3 in ail forms of organic life. 
Jew ish exclusiveness is founded on the sacred 
traditions of that ra e, as ancient as the r..ce 
iu-elf. 
I t is the common bflicf of all Chris- 
tiandom th at the great Creator of the uoi- 
verse mads this people his cuo-en race. 
Tbs 
idea of rejection is inseparable from th at of 
choice, 
fce’ecti .n is necessarily a process of 
rejiction. 
So, if God selected the Jewi-ffi 
race to be His sp'ciaily chosen people, H e 
has as specifically rejected from similar high 
favor ah otaer races of men. 
This special 
blessing of choice, t r be effective, must be 
maintained on 
the

ordination.

racs 
exalted 
by

favor cannot, w ithout impiety, mingle with 
races condemned to the percetual degrada­ 
tion of Divine rti etion. 
Tue «ffipring of

The blessed and uubleused 
blood could scarcely commingle in the same 
crimson currents of life. 
B ut the paradox of 
all this is that it is in the ranks or the most 
devout believers in this ancient doctrine that 
the most bigoted and intolerant Jew haters 
are found.

nunothei-m , the lofty 
I iatism, the profound metaphysics of the 
Christian world helot gsd t-> the Jew . 
The 
patriirchs, the psalmist, and even the parent­ 
age of the great Ii.c-rnation, all belonged to 
tne Jewish race. 
The claim to the special 
favi r of Alm ighty God toward H is race is 
set up by the Jew and conceded fcy the C hii - 
tiau. 
Thus egotism on the oue hand asserts 
and Buoerstitioa on the other co. cedes the 
dcctriue su completely repudiated by p< pulsr 
prejudice. 
Divest the Jewish people of all association 
with the religious mysticism which enfolds 
them like a veil of m Lt obscuring and toning 
into harmony the rugged outlines of a lofty 
mountain, and they stand forth as an edu­ 
cated, enterprising, and perfectly orderly 
element of suciety. 
In all th at cons itules a 
test of intellectual force the Jew ish mind has 
vindicated ita claim to full mental equality 
with the must fully developed races ot men. 
Men arc cla.-sified by occupation into two 
general classes, to wit : the wurkcrs with 
miud aud the toilers w ith tr u-cle. 
The place 
of supremacy belongs to the former, 
Tne 
superiority of relative mental p .wer as be­ 
tween 
individuals ia deteimined by this 
test.

realms of human activity claim their own 
The physical is subjected to the domination 
of the mental, and the question as to who 
snail bo reduced to the slavery of physical 
toil, or er j -y the congenial freedom of mental 
direction, is f never decided by superior mind 
f- rce. 
N sarly the entire Jewi.-h race «tend 
firmly upon toe high pltups of inte.lsctuai 
pursuits.

Si ce their 
field of activity is financial and commercial, 
their lives are also in th at realm. 
There are 
no Jesse Jam eses among them, but th -re are 
many 
fraudulent 
bankrupts. 
Brigandage 
gains no recruits from the ranks of tne Jew ­ 
ish race, but the reprisals cf dishonesty in 
business is far more lucrative. As merchants, 
bankers, financiers they are not more nor le** 
honest than o.her men, but since the whole 
race is engaged io these pursuits, whatever of 
dishonesty may exist within it will be mani­ 
fested on this plane 
If all the Auglc-Saxon 
race were merchants, bankers end UnaDciers, 
the thieves of the r.c ; would take by fraud­ 
ulent bankruptcy what is now sought to be 
acquired by burglary attd rubl e y.

Is it possible th at 
men 
can call themselves statesmen,

neglect the opportunity to give to the woild 
and to posterity such au area of uninvsded, 
unspoiled nature as the proposed enlarge­ 
ment of fhe Yosemite grant contemplates ? If 
sc, th( ¡legislators cf Congress are | rodigious'y 
foolish, or the legislators of California are not 
prodigiously wise. 
For, if Yeliowt-toce ia a 
national paik, Yosemite is international. 
If 
Yellowstone is an honor to the natior, Yo- 
seroite is a heritage and a glory to California, 
and ought, to be cherished with pride by every 
citizen. 
If Yellowstone brings tourists from 
far lands, who scatter money along their lines 
of travel, Yosemite brings more of both men 
and money, and enriches a State, rath rr than 
a thinly-peopled Territory. 
Yosemite does 
not belong to a c-.-unty. 
I t is the property 
(in trust.) of the State, and is entitled, on 
every ground cf practical wi*dorr, to the 
State’s fostering aud generous care.

conscience and conduct; th ey seldom or 
never ask them selves w hether th is code is 
an tm acation from th e suprem e b e in g ; if 
pressed .they w ould doubtless acknow ledge 
th at, originally, it m ust have eo em anated. 
The H indus have no definite expectation 
of an earthly m estiah visiting In d ia to re­ 
habilitate the H indu religion and to re-es­ 
tablish H indu dom ination. 
Still a va^ue 
idea of this description does sometimes 
float across th eir m inds. 
Some of their 
chief gods are de fled Puicce-i, and there 
are m ythical heroes of more than m ortal 
prowe-s (Pandus), the m tn;hm of w him 
has an exnilarating effect ob a H iudu au­ 
dience. 
A busión 'to such persous is som e' 
tim es m ade in proclam ations, or other De- 
tices privately circulated, for raising p o e t­ 
ical excitem ent, in short, th e H indus have 
a transcendental notion of the afffatus 
which rested su their progenitors in a re­ 
m ote an tiq u ity . 
They tru st th a t hereafter 
this aaces:7a l 8pirit will descend npon some 
heroes, war- shall restore all th a t nas b;-en 
lost to the H indu race daring m any ages.

L-i t, with its quietude, is fully upon u», and while made use of by 
Society D r in' ffscsive little breakfast and lunch parties—entertain­ 
ments ir. which “ the world’’ is supposed to have indifferent part, and 
perhaps, on the oly, a dinner party or an evening reunion, it is found a 
convenient season for investigations looking practically to the future. 
A nd thus shopping is cn regie, and la-’ies busy themselves between the 
days spfciallj set apart for religious exercises in finding w hat is pros­ 
pectively fashionable, and in projecting aud providing for the wardrobe 
for time to come. 


FOB EARLY SPRING P I . Lit. 


The woolen dres3 stuffs for the earlier weeks of spring have come 
out in checks, plaids, tweeds and plain m ixtures and arm are textures ; 
while stripes ore repeated in the Scotch cheviots and their F r non im ita­ 
tion?. 
There will ba a heavy run on serges, those ef the coming season 
of foreign manufacture being extremely soft and pliable in texture, and 
unusua’ly beautiful, while the cam e/s hair cloths are of peculiar softness 
in textor? and velvety warm and rich in effect. 
Some of the m od de­ 
sirable of the new woolens ars in shepherd's-plaid checks of four-and- 
fuur threat's, and of five-and-five thread--, of two strongly-contrasting 
high colors; and others are in pin-head checks, in some patterns affected 
by the introduction of two colors, while iu other patterns several colors 
are introduced, the colors so employed as to form small plaids. 
V ery 
effective woolens are in large plaids, and in wide stripes formed of 
checks, the ehscks being generally after those of shepherd's plaids, and 
varying these are striped stuff?, with the stripes foim el of checks. 
Combinations of tlis plain and the checked, or of the striped, of the 
same material, and of the checked and the p'.aided or the striped, of 
the same stuff and iu the same colors, enter in costumes. 
The effect is 
peculiarly pleasing. 
For example : A costume made of checked stuff 
of pin-head design in heavy aud cadet blues, made up with a porlion of 
cheeked ground intersected with plaids of narrow bars in old-gold, 
white and black, has the skirt of the former, and the drapery and waist 
of the latter. 
Surrounding the skirt is a plaited flounce of the same 
m aterial, eighteen inches (leap ; above this is apron drapery of the p’alded 
m aterial, cut square and deep, and laid 
in 
successive upward 
folds, which ars confined in the side seams, w ith very full and bouffant 
drajiery covering the back. 
The wais*, of tbe piaid stuff, is a deep, 
round basque, fitted with corpet-like smoothness, and finished at the 
bottom with battlem ent or turret blocks, or equrre scallops, which are 
piped with old-gold gros-grain silk. 
The sleeves have a triple cuff, or 
a cuff in three layers—so to speak—tie first and the third cf the 
checked, aud the middle one of the plaided goods ; and the cuffs, with 
the triple reversed collar to match, are piped with the eilk. 
Supple­ 
menting the costume is a triple pelerine or shoulder cape, forming tu r­ 
ret blocks at the bottom, finished with the silk piping ; aud indications 
point to the pelerine cape as a popular addendum to spring costumes 
for the earlier and cooler weeks of the season. 
Sim ilar style appears in 
costumes combined in plain and striped m aterials, and in costumes com­ 
posed of plain and fancy pJaided fabrics, and in dresses composed 
wholly of plain stuffs ; while iu combinations we sometimes notice 
reversal of custom —tho fancy m aterial, or the most prononcc stuff in 
the combination being employed for the skirt, w ith the Graperies and 
the waist of the plainer material. 


AX C V IK IIH E A TLEASIXG COSTIME. 


B ut more popular than tho combinations alluded to, or prospectively 
more popular than these, will be the costumes combining a skirt of a 
plain, a checked, a plaided or a striped m aterial, with the waist cf the 
Jersey stockinet. 
This has reappeared, or has been revived, in all the 
fashionable colors ; and a costume w ith a Jersey waist (not the old J e r­ 
sey jacket) will b 
tina i/ua non in every fashionable wardrobe. 
An 
extremely pleasing costume is shown in a skirt of shepherd’s checked 
serge, iu dark oraugc-red and dark greenish-blue, w ith the waist of blue 
Jeroty-cioth. 
Tne skirt is very similar to the oue above noticed, while 
the waist term inates in blocked scallops, with a standing collar, and 
simple cuffs over the sleeves. 
En suite with this neat and tasteful cos­ 
tume is a hat of Y an Dyke Bhape, of M ilan braid ia blue, trimmed 
with long double ostrich plumes, held in place by a large cluster of hum­ 
ming birds posed toward the left side. 
The new satin brocades and 
the new foulards are interesting. 
The most remarkable of thess are in 
very pronounced designs of detached blossoms or ttowere of large size, 
or of magnified tize, and of flowers and fruit. 
Our attention was 
lately directed to several patterns of brocade which have jast been 
opened, in designs of large full-blown rose?, tulips and lilies, with leaves, 
in nature’s colors; aud wo were shown foulards in designs of tulip?, 
lilies and other flower?, with figs, pomegranates aud other fruits scat­ 
tered ovsr the surface. 
These goods are in groundings of both the 
fashionable dark colors and the light colors, and we noted in the de­ 
signs iu which they appear the liberal and the charming use cf terra­ 
cotta, crushed straw berry, olive and old gold—all which an eye 
sensitive to colors detects in nature’s handy-work. 
Varying these more 
extravaeaut designs in the foulards we took account of pa terns 
in set figures, aud there are pieces in designs of plain, and others of 
parti-colored spots and dots, with some in designs of specks or small 
shot. 
Thus wiil be seeo the extensive chance for choice, not cnly in 
the selection cf dress materials, but in the variety of auy one material. 
The foulards have also come in, in piaiu or monochrome patterns, to 
m atch in the grounding those th at are floriated or figured ; and plait) 
silks and satins match-in color and tin t the brocades and the dam asks— 
combination? promising to he again a feature of the mode, 


THE 11 ItOKE FOR SASHES. 


In our last letter we adverted to the prospective rage for sashes, 
and to tbe prospectively extravagant use of ribbon's aB drees trimming. 
Further reports and further evidences confirm what we then noticed. 
The eash will be a feature, not only on the more d .in ty drtsses of the 
toilets of ceremony, but it will be an addendum wi.h the ultra fashion­ 
able, of ihs street costume. 
Very handsome sash ribbons, of the more 
practical sort, are of surah texture iu plaided designs—the designs in 
the cloth colors, and in checked as weil as large plaids—and from 12 to 
20 inches wide ; and some are in breche effects of cashmere colors, the 
E ast Indian paini beiog apparent ia many of the most pleasing de­ 
signs. 
F or evening dreases there are exquisite ribbons ia the evening 
colors, of eatin texture, tbrow iag up large spots on tbe eurface, the 
spots in some patterns being double, one of velvet overlying the half of 
one of Otiumau texture—with velvet bordering on each edge, in ecme 
cases, from half an inch to an inch in width. 
Allusion has already 
been made to the charming painted sash ribbons, w ith the center of 
moire, satin*or O-toman texture ; while it is almost impossible to im­ 
agine any fancy too unique or too delightful for the ribbons of the 
spring. 
R i n n o x s 
o f 
e x t r a o r d i n a r y w i a r n . 


W i.h the wide ribbons in shashes (and ribbons of extraordinary 
width), the narrow ribbons will play an im portant part in otherwise 
garnishing dresses, and wide and narrow ribbons to match denote their 
coujuecrion in use. 
A bow of many loops and many ends, three-fourths 
the depth of a lady’s figure, is set at the th ro a t; a cascade of drooping 
bows sometimes garnishes the front of the «ais?, or of the L-.uia X IV . 
coat, which is the overdress of tho costume, and drooping bows are 
nestled in suvgeative points in the drapery. 
These bints will bear reit­ 
eration, because likely to be distinctive of the comicg mode. 


T H E **FI‘ H -W iE E " BONNET. 


Among the new bennets, the bebe shape, as known in Paris, or the 
*! fish-wife” bonnet, as known wiih ub, the shape w ith the poke brim 
pinched up in an arglr. is destined, it is thonght, to be among the most 
popular. 
Ju s t now we heor most of the prevalence of Miian braids, 
though M anila, Dunstable. Florence, Leghorn, Tram way and Sum atra 
braids have ail come o u t; and it ia said th at the fancy Tuscan braid» 
and the French chip? wiil receive later notice. 
Though, as above 
sta te 4, we have already seen use made of ostrich plumes, for wear with 
a costume for early soring, the season promises to be accentuated by a 
fureur for artificial ti .w¿re, of which there will be a rage for yellow 
almost unprecedented in the penchant for this particular color—a color 
not generally a supreme favorite.

Cem ent for repairing 
glasa : Dissolve 
line glue in strong ocstic acid to form a 
th in paste. 
To teat nutm egs, prick them w ith a pin, 
and if they are n ot good th e oil will in­ 
sta n tly spread around th e puncture. 
To keep pudding sauce w arm if prepared 
too long before dinner is served, set the 
basin containing it in a pan or pail of boil­ 
ing w a ter; do n o t let the w ater boil after 
th e 8auce-diah is set in it, b u t keep it hot. 
Oil cloth m ay be k ep t bright w hen al­ 
m ost w orn c a t if, after washing it, you 
tak e a flannel cloth and dip a corner of 11 in 
kerosene and rub the oil cloth w ith it. 
Of 
course, a very little oil goes a great way, 
and care m ust be taken not to use too 
m uch. 
To m ake ginger snaps : One pint of New 
O rleans molasses, one colfee cup m elted 
b u tte r ; boil together ten m inutes. 
W hen 
cold add coe teaspoonful of ginger, one of 
cinnam on and tw o of soda. 
Use as much 
flour as will w ork in conveniently ; roil 
very thin, and bake lightly. 
T o m ake chocolate caram els take one cap 
of molasses, one cup of sugar, either brown 
o r w hite, one cup of m ilk, one cup of 
shaved chocolate and one tablespoon cf 
b u tte r ; boil up together, stirring all the 
tim e to prevent burning ; try in cold w a­ 
ter, and if it hardens it is done ; then pour 
in to bu ttered tins, and w hen partly’ cooled 
cu t in squares, 
A good w ay to remove d u st from a car­ 
p et is to fasten a dam p cioth over the 
broom ; w ith th is the dust m ay be literally 
taken up. 
This will be found useful in th e 
sick room, an d also in any room w here 
there are m any sm all articles to catch 
dust. 
I t brightens a carpet to wipe it off 
in th is w’ay even after the usual sw eeping 
has been done. 
F or m aking w hite sauce for fish m elt an 
ounce of b u tte r in a saucepan, add to it a 
desaert-spooDful of flour, m ix thoroughly, 
add salt and w hite peppor to taste, and 
about a tum blerful of boiling w ater, and 
stir on th e tire until it thickens, 
Then 
tak e the saucepan off the fire and stir in 
th e yolks of tw o eggs, beaten up w ith the 
juice of a lemon and strained. 
Do n ot throw aw ay the bones of turkey 
or chicken. 
C rack them and let them boil 
for tw o or three hours in a little w ater ; put 
in also any nice bits of the fowl th a t are 
left, particularly the neck, which is never 
eaten. 
To this add any soup stock you 
have, and w ith a little barley or sage, you 
w ill nave a nourishing soap. 
Season w ith 
salt, pepper, and any herbs you choose. 
I t is a good plan w hen m aking dresres 
for a very sm all boy to m ake tw o pairs of 
sleeves. 
Jo n ah ’s gourd did not grow faster 
th an do the arm s of a healthy infant, and 
it is frequently a cause of dism ay w hen 
dresses th a t should be w orn for six moBt'ns 
answ er for only three. 
I t is a sim ple m at­ 
te r to rip out the Bmall sleeves and sew in 
th e large ones if they are already made. 
M ost girls, alm ost from babyhood, if per­ 
m itted lo be w ith th eir m other in the 
kitchen, love to see th e w ork done, p ar­ 
ticularly the cooking ; and nothing delights 
teem more th an to be allow ed to attem p t 
to m ake seme sim ple article thomselves. 
T his early play will not be forgotten. G irls 
th a t grow up under such training or indul­ 
gence will have no fear of the real care 
w hen it comes to them as a duty. 
In place of any know n preparation sold 
under the name of “ baby pow der,” U3e 
some tine starch. P u t a few lum ps in a cup 
and pour over it enough of cold w ater to 
dissolve it. 
A fter you are sure it is dis­ 
solved let it stand until th e starch has all 
settled and th e w ater is clear ; th en tu rn 
th e w ater off. 
Let the starch dry, and 
then pow der it and p u t it in a soft m uslin 
bag, through w hich it will sift out. 
This 
is very healing and answ ers adm irably any 
purpose the pow der is supposed to do. 
Persons are often at a loss for very strong 
m ucilage, having sufficient power of tenac­ 
ity to fasten sheets of pasteboard together. 
T he following cem ent is recom m ended by 
a scientific authority ; it has the additional 
advantage of being w aterproof : 
M elt to ­ 
gether equal parts of pitch and gutta 
percha. 
To nine parts of tbi3 add three 
parts cf boiled oil and one-fifth p art of 
litharge 
Continue th e heat w-hile stirring 
u n til a thorough union of th e ingredients 
is effected. 
A pply the m ixture hot or 
som ew hat cooled, and thinned w ith 
a 
sm all q uantity of benzole or turpentine oil. 
A p retty ornam ent for a desk is made by 
tak in g three penholders w ith pens in them , 
an d painting or gilding them ; then tie 
them together w ith a ribbon, and arrange 
them eo th a t th ey will stand upright like 
an e a se l; to this m ay be attached one of 
th e p retty little g ilt or silver buckets 
w hich can be bought at alm ost any store 
w h ere fancy goods are k e p t; if a tiny 
chain is not already fastened to th e bucket, 
it can be tied to th e easel w ith ribbon. 
T h is is intended to hold pens. 
The little 
easel may be used as a fram e for a C hrist­ 
m as card if ) ou choose; th e card can be 
fastened by means of a cord m atching in 
color the fringed edge of th e card. 
N othing can more grace the well-ordered 
house th an m anly sons and intelligent, ai- 
fectionate daughters ; and if you are for­ 
tu n a te enough in possessing beauty, my 
dear girls, be thankful for the gift, bu t do 
not overrate it. 
The girl who expects to 
w in her way by her beauty, and to be ad ­ 
m ired and accepted sim ply because she is 
a lady, has th e wrong idea. 
She m ust pos­ 
sess a lovable character if she wishes to be 
loved, and she should lay th e foundation of 
a perm anent influence, 
To win and hold 
adm iration you m ust cultivate the gifts 
th a t nature has bestowed upon you. 
If 
you have a talent for music develop i t ; 
learn to sing some choice songs and per­ 
form upon some instrum ent, for m any are 
charm ed more by music than by handsome 
featuies. 
Fursue the same course w ith re­ 
gard to painting, draw ing and designing, 
and if you have the power to obtain useful 
know ledge in any direction do it. 
Young 
m en have been heard to m ake these re­ 
m arks of th eir lady acquaintances : “ Oh ! 
th ey look well, bu t they don’t know any­ 
th in g .” 
There is no necessity for euch a 
state of things ; books are cheap and ac­ 
cessible.

(he heat-known artist of modern times, Paul 
(in-‘ave Dore, died January 23 1S-Í3. 
He 
wn3 born at Sfrasburg, January li, 1833. The 
bent of his genius was <it»c!csc-d early in 
life. 
His first Hthogrsphs were produced 
when he was only 11 years of age. 
W hen he 
was 13 uis aeries of sketches entitled 44 The 
i.-.bars of Ke cults,” was exhibited in Paris. 
His earliest efforts rs an artist yielded him 
tu t a precarious inc me, made c! i fly by 
illustrating cheap books and illustrated peri­ 
odicals. 
In 1.848, certain sketcheea m ala by 
him in pea aod ink ware exhibited ia the 
Sol n, Paris, 
tiix years later his derigns for 
“ The W andering Jew ” gave him a reputation 
in other countries besides France. 
In the 
same year (1854) he produced the most power­ 
ful designs originated by him throughout his 
career, namely, those for Balzac’s 44 Contes 
Drola'.’qnes.'4 
His pictures illustrating M il­ 
ton’s 44 Paradise Lost,” were made in 1805, in 
which and the subsequent year he illustrated 
the Bible. 
In I860 and the two subsequent 
years he illustrated Tennyson's 44 Idyls of the 
King.” 
44 C hrist Leaving the Pia-torium ,” a 
gigantic picture, was exhibited at the Salon. 
1870; and in the same year aud place his 
44 Entrance of Christ into Jerusalem .” 
His 
last seven years of the prodigious activity 
which term inated only with his death, were 
in port bestowed on the illustration of Shake­ 
speare. 
Tne disease which carried him off 
was inflammation of the throat, the result of 
a severe cold. 
The deceased artist lived a simple, quiet 
lifs with his mother.

Visitors to b’s studio, wh’ch 
was the best-provided in all Paris, found him 
in one of two contras ing moods—cither the 
frolicsome, frank, childlike Dure, who w,.s 
irresistibly amiable, or a saturnine, morbid 
bei g. ¡vhauoed of himseit and an affliction to 
his friends. 
Iu a review of his life the neces­ 
sity is to deplore the fact th at Dore’s attain­ 
ments as an artist were vastly disproportir.ned 
to the originality, versatility and power of 
his genius.

A nother 
story tells how M ary concealed herself w ith 
th e Child in th e hollow of the tru n k , aud 
th a t a kindly spider so com pletely cov­ 
ered the opening w ith its web as to ‘4 screen 
b er effectually from observation.” 
I t was 
presented by the K hedive to th e Em press 
Eugenie a t the inauguration of the canal. 
T he unfortunate p a rt of the tale is th a t the 
tree now shown as the real article was not 
planted u n til about 1672, tb e original tree 
having died a natural death in 1665.

W hat 
Free 
for the 
Bailroads 
Have Wrought 
Groat Industries ot 
toe Count y. 


[Chicago Tirase, February 15th ] 
In the eeriea of articles which the T imcs 
ie publiebioK on the railway question it is de­ 
signed to discuss the subjrcc ot transportation 
chiefly from the standpoint i f public interest. 
N o h"nest man will deny the propo ition in 
the abstract that rights of pro¡)-rty in rail­ 
roads are as invi dable as those of other kinds 
of property, and as justly entitled to tbe pro­ 
tection of rhe laws. 
But the prevailing tone 
of public -en'.iment is that railroads are in 
position t« ntagonize cr menace the ge_eral 
public int r*et. 


THIS PREDISPOSITION OF SESTIMSST 
Un the part of the pubiic is ir tectifiel by 
tbe vast and constantly increasing aggregate 
of capital iiiVt-B'.eo in railw ys, and the mere 
apprehension of danger which the power of 
enormous mpitai coccentrated in a sicgie in­ 
terest ex cies. 
To c .rrect assumed existing 
evils a.j'l to protect from ereaier evils be­ 
lieved to be possible in the future, the rem­ 
edy by 1 gisla'iou is invoked. 
This is doubt­ 
less a {"dr statement of tbe condiiion tf sen­ 
timent which largely obtains among the more 
honest of ihe public. 
There is also a con­ 
siderable ch'ss who tolerate the apparent be­ 
lief that any advantage taken of the rail­ 
roads is permis i'de. 
This class would not 
be likely to hesitate at coercive measures of 
legislation merely nut of regard for the or­ 
dinary legal rights cf railway property own­ 
ers. 
But when 
LEGISLATION AFFECTING RAILWAYS 
Is proposed, properties are to be dealt with 
which have cost, excluding fictitious or “ wa­ 
tered ” valuations, more than one-tenth of 
the value of tbe whole property of the people 
cf the U ited States, including lands, and 
more than one-fifih of the whole capital value 
which the products of labor have added to 
the land, 
A service is concerned which in 
the last year gave means of livelihood to a 
vast body of employes, equal in number to 
one-seventh part of the male adult population 
of the United States, and which in the same 
year paid ont S20,000,COO far wages and ma­ 
terial. 
This is one important class of facts, 
to overlook or disregard which, in the case of 
any other great leading interest, would be 
seen to be the plainest violation of common 
fairnet? and justice. 
But greatly more mo­ 
mentous ii-Fuas lie in the fact, universal in 
our country, that railway transportation is 


INSEPARABLE FROM PRODUCTION, 
It is indissolubly linked with the welfare 
every business occupation and pursuit in the 
United States. 
It enters into all the means 
and conditions of living. 
Every man’s intei 
est is bound up in this omnipotent agency of 
the nation’s progress and development. 
The 
uses and benefits of the railway are for no 
f 
rivilnged class, bat for the common people, 
u 1881 the railroads of the United States 
moved 25,000,000 tons of freight. 
Of this 
tonnage mors than nine-tenths was made up 
of f.od, fuel and materials for shelter, com­ 
modities io which the whole people have a 
common and equal interest as consumers 
The increase in total exports of the U- ited 
States from 1S70 to 18S0 was 8143,000,000. 


IT WAS THIS ENORMOUS INCREASE 
Of export products which established the 
balance of trade with the world in our favo1-, 
and enabled the Government to redore specie 
payment-. 
But three-fourths of this increase 
consisted of breadstuff-, live stock and pro­ 
visions, the products of the Western States, 
practically wholly due to tho construct ioo of 
railroads in those States, and marketable 
only by a low rate of traosportion to the eea 
board. 
We cann-.t legislate to reeulate rail­ 
roads without by the very act interfering 
with the great producing interests of the 
country, the grain crops and live stock of the 
farmer, aud the products of the manufactuier, 
ami on these the whole superstructure of in­ 
dividual enterprise and occupation and of 
n .tioDal growth and prosperity is built, 
Ig- 
norauce and prejudice must have no voice in 
shaping the policy of onr laws affecting an 
interest so universal, vast and vital, 


THE PUBLIC WELFARE DEMANDS 
That measures of proposed legislation con­ 
cerning railway transportation shall be con­ 
sidered only with the utmost caution and on 
the fullest information. 
The cost of transportation is a necessary 
burden on the exchanges of preducts between 
communities and countries. 
It follows that 
transportation is best and most perfect when 
it provides for the movement of these ex 
changes of commerce at the lowest possible 
charge. 
Increased production enlarges traf­ 
fic and swells the revenues and the aggregate 
profits of the transporter. Low co3t of trans­ 
portation promotes production. 
Tiaosporta- 
tion and production are thus, in the nature cf 
things, harmonious. 


THET CANNOT BE ANTAGONIZED 
In interests. 
Before legislation is deviied 
which attempts to regulate traneportation, 
inquiry must he made whether railroad- 
ownersare so blind to their own real interests 
as to oppress or unreasonably hirrass produc­ 
tion, and whether statutes are required to 
enforce that active harmony and mutuality 
of development b tween transportation and 
other business industries which accord with 
the natural laws that coairol all alike. 
The 
answer to this inquiry cannot be sought in 
Instnrccs of apparent or temporary 1 seal in 
iquities, growing out, as for the most part 
they do, of the adaptation of traffic ratee to 
the growing and changing needs of a country, 
but rests on the great mass of facts, and on 
the results in general of the free control of 
railroads by their owners. 
When these facts 
are justly considered it will be found thac the 
free building and free operation of railroads 
have accomplished far more for the substan­ 
tial m iterial prosperity of the country than 
the m -t. enlightened and experienced con­ 
gress of legislators, yearly in session, could 
ever have hoped to accomplish by the aid of 
legislation. 
Not on account of the liberality 
and public spirit of railway owners and man- 
agérs, 


BUT BECAUSE NATURAL LAWS ARE STRONGER 
THAN HUMAN AGENCIES, 
The forces of competition which railroads 
have to meet—first, and far most difficult and 
formidable, the cun petition of product with 
product in the world's markets ; and, second, 
the competition ot railways with water routes 
and with each other—are incomparably more 
powerful, intense, and ceaselessly active than 
Inanyothtr business whatscev-r. 
The re­ 
quirements of the 
railway interest have 
called to its service men among the ablest and 
best trained minds in the country. 
Toe dis­ 
cipline of these men is in the severest and 
broadest school of practical economy. 
Daily 
and hourly th y are called upon to m eetwim 
the full measure of their time and abilities 
the constantly changing and growing needs 
and exigencies of the countries traversed by 
their liner, because on the general prosperity 
of these iudustiies their traffic and revenues 
depend, 
WHAT THKN HAVE RAILROADS ADDED TO THE 
WEALTH OF THE UNITED STATES? 
A ll understand the benefits of the railroad in 
developingnetv countries, and perceive that 
but for it our populous and productive inte­ 
rior regions must have remained comparative 
wilderue-ssa. 
But transportation being a 
natural burden on commerce, what is the 
gross sum of money which mearures the ex­ 
tent which economy and improvement in the 
railway service hive, ia a series of years, 
lightened this burlen, thus adding an equiv­ 
alent am out to the wealth of tho conntry ? 
This sum is obtained by computing the 
amount saved to the public by the reduction 
in the average rates per ton per mile, and per 
passenger per mile for any given series of 
years. 
The aggregate sum saved by redaction 
in freight charges alone far the period between 
1866 and 1882, inclusive, is fu lly one and a half 
times greater than the entire money cost of the 
w a r of the rebellion to the people o f the United 
States. 
It ia computed by competent author­ 
ity that the difference between the sum of lbs 
gross freight earnings on all the railroads iu 
the United States in 1881, as compared wi'h 
what it would have been had the rati s of 1S69 
been in force, amounts to 8823 000,000—$100 - 
000,000 more than the sum of the direct and 
indirect taxes imposed on the people in 1881 
for National, State and municipal i evcnucs. 
What has exu-ei this reduction in rates, 
r-aching the enormoUB amount of §190,000,- 
00d on the traffic of a single company in 
seventeen years? The answer is, primarily, 
the irresistible operation cf natural tc-rces, or 
the law of trade that 
PB0DUCT MUST COMPETE WITH PRODUCT IN THE 
MARKETS OF THE WORLD. 
The price of wheat in the shipping ports of 
Uussia and ludia regulate the rate on Dakota 
wheat to ihe Atlantic seaboard. 
The wheat 
grown along the interior lines will not bear at 
the present market price in New York an 
average rate of mors than a cent per ton per 
mile for the haul to the seaboard, pay the 
cost ot the exchanges and terminal charges, 


and leave a profit to tbe producer. 
So of 
other products of the farmer. 
So uider 
similar forces of competition, of the products 
of the manufacturer. 
Kates must favor the 
p-oducer, else produc inn soon reaches a 
limit at which it mur-t stop. 
Differential 
rates a e thus enforced by unyielding trade 
laws. 
Uniform rates discriminate against 
the p oducers of a country in proportion to 
its ai-t*nce from market, and against com- 
muni ies who do not furnish their own sup­ 
plies t*i hin themselves in proportiin to their 
distance from the soirees of supply. Special 
rates to meet special needs are therefore the 
! only fair rates. 
THE PR ICTICAL ECONOMIES 
In tho administration of rai.wvy affairs and 
the improvements in 
railway structures, 
ir etb< ds and equipments, have not b.en 
brought about by the efforts of the managers 
to increase their profits on a given amount of 
s-rvics, hut have been euforced by ihe inflex­ 
ible necessity which rests oo them to meet 
tbe exigencies of < ur expanding and extend 
ieg commerce. 
In clear proof of thiB is the 
fact that our commerce now pay3 so greatly- 
reduced transportation tax not only because 
the c-st of transportation has b’en reduced, hut 
also because the railroads are charging a far 
lest per cent, of profit on this reduced c- et. 
So intense are the forces of competition whfof 
control the tram-partition business in its 
present condition of development that no 
new company can go anywhere in the four 
S ’.at s of Iowa, Illinois, Wisconsin or Min­ 
nesota and bnild and operate one hundred 
miles of railroad independently and avoid 
bankruptcy. 
THEREFORE 
RAILWAYS 
ARE 
CONSOLIDATED 
INTO SYSTEMS 
Of trunk lines and feeder--, for consolidation 
promotes economy ol management, estab­ 
lishes harmony of operation, and guarantees 
responsibility to tbe shipper. 
Iu the tffcrt 
to avoid disastrous forms of cimpetitior 
railroads combine and pool their earnings, 
but, in epite of combination, rates progress- 
iveiy decline in obedience to natural lavrs, 
with vhich railroads must conform, and 
which are above and beyond human laws 


WHAT IS THE EFFECT OF STATUTES TO REGU­ 
LATE TRANSPORTATION ? 
In so fa r as they lay down cefi its and re 
Btrictive rules, they interfere with and ob­ 
struct the operation of natural laws, suspend 
railroad building, 
impede 
traffic 
develop­ 
ment, check the natural decline in tariff 
rates, and embarrass the best interests cf the 
State. 
There is another important pc.irt of view, 
•Tust so far as lavs prescribe rules f r the e rn 
duct of the railroads, their responsibility to 
the public ceases. 
If urder statutory regula 
troca the public find, as they would certainly 
_ find, that the service became l*es accomm 
datiog, prompt, zealous and efficient, the 
railroad managers, standing behind the laws, 
would say to the public, ' You have made 
law.-,” or, as the case might be: "Your 
C-'imiii-ai mere, acting under your au hori’.y, 
have fixed regulations by which we are bound 
to abide.” 


THE LEGISLATURE. 


Eoth Houses a t Work Again—The feaate 
Reverses It3 Decision on Confirmation 
of Regents—County Government Bill in 
Assembly. 


Both houses of the Legislature resumed work 
yeeteiday and dispatched business rapidly after the 
day o? rcbfc and recreation. 
The Senate m et at 2 r. M., Lieutenant-Governor 
Daggett in the chair. 
On motion of Kellogg, Chairman of the Commit­ 
tee on Elections, J. M. Brooks was invited to the 
bar *>f the Senate and «worn in as Senator from the 
Third Senatorial District, c- m prising the counties of 
Santa Barbara, San Luis Obispo and Ventura, the 
oath being adm inistered by the Lieuteuant-Gov 
ernor. 
S. B. 117, to amend the Constitution in relation 
to the publication of text books, was taken up, 
substitute by Perry adopted and read a aec md 
time. Tbe substitute provides tb»t the books shall 
be sold at cost price instead of being distributed 
free. The bill was then ordered placed on tbe special 
lile for third reading. 
Kellogg introduced a resolution to pay George 
Steele, out of the contingent fund of the Senate, 
$1,880 7S for his expanses in the contested election 
case of Steele vs. Brooks, for a seat in the Senate 
from the Third Senatorial District. 
Langford introduced a resolution to place State 
appropriation bills upon the special file. 
It was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Rules. 
McClure presented a memorial, and introduced 
concurrent resolution, urging upon Congress, in the 
interest of American commerce, and as a m atter of 
equity to our colonial neighbors, to assist in the 
maintenance of the mail service between the United 
States and New Zealand and Australia, by such pay­ 
m ent for the carriage of the mails as in their judg­ 
m ent may be deemed proper. They were referred 
to the Committee on Federal Relations. 
Spencer of Stanislaus offered a concurrent resolu­ 
tion calling the attention of the President of the 
United States, his Cabinet, and our members in Con 
gross, to the testim ony in tbe contested election 
cases of Bu9h vs. Dudley and Dozier vs. Barnes, in 
regard to tbe eiectiou at the Navy Yard precincts iu 
Vallejo. 
. 
itoutier introduced a bill to pay Mrs. Annie Me 
N&mee, widow and residuary legatee of Frank Me 
Nnmee, deceased, 81,456 96 for moneys advanced 
and merchandise furnished by saul Frank McNamee 
to Mr. Miles, in the m onths of July, A ugust and 
September, 1875, in performing bis contract with 
the State to erect a Branch State Prison at Folsom. 
Johnson introduced a bill to establish a State 
Board of Silk Culture, and to provide moneys for 
the expense thereof. 
It establishes a Board of nine 
members, and appropriates §10,000. 
Knight introduced a resolution to pay Ed. Leake 
S95 60 for mileage as Clerk of the Committee on 
Hospitals. 
Whitney introduced 
a concurrent 
resolution, 
which was adopted, requesting our Representatives 
and instructing our Senators m Congress to oppose 
the passage of the bill repealing the pre-emption 
laws of the United States. 
Lynch introduced a bill to add a new sretion to 
the Civil Code, to be numbered Section 553, relating 
to the forfeitures of charters of corporations supply 
ing water to the inhabitants of towns, cities and 
cities and counties. 
* 
The hour for the special order having arrived, be­ 
ing the consideration of the Governor’s message an­ 
nouncing certain appointm ents, Taylor moved th at 
it be postponed until Thursday next at 2 o’clock 
M. The motion prevailed, on a call of the roll, by a 
vote of 19 ayes to 18 no s. 
A. B. 1, the general road law, was taken up and 
passed. 
Johnson’s bill to provide for the organization, in- 
Curpcration and government of municipal corpora­ 
tions, and providing for all classes except cities con­ 
taining a population of more than 100,000 inhabi 
t tat*, was declared a case of urgency, and being a 
very long bill, its first reading w as dispensed with. 
On motion of Spencer of Napa, the Senate took 
up out of order and read a first tim e A. B. *225, rela­ 
tive to the registration of voters. 
Ryan, from the Committee on Corporations, re­ 
p in e d back adversely S. B. 241, relative to boiler 
inspectors*; S. B. 323, relat ng to rates of fares on 
Street railroads, and .8. B. 362, to prevent common 
carriers from m iking discriminations, etc. 
Reynolds, from the Committee on Public Morals, 
reported back adversely S. B. 341, to incorporite 
religious societies. 
¡bj/cncer of Napa, from tbe m ajority of tbe Cora 
m ittee on Counties, County Governments and T wn- 
ship Organizations, reported back favorably A. B. 
138, changing 
boundary of San Benito county. 
ft eddy, as a member of the Committee on Coun­ 
ties, County Governments and Township Organiza­ 
tions, presented the following re p o it: 
Mr. President: The undersigned, a member of the 
Committee on Counties, County Governments and 
Township Organizations, having;duly considered A. 
B. 138, which was referred to said committee, begs 
¡cave to report th at the people of Fresno county 
have not p titioued for the change contemplated by 
the said bid ; th at a remonstrance against the pas­ 
sage of 9aid bill, signed by 132 citizeus of Meiccd 
county, has bi-en presented ; that the people of San 
Benito county have not petitioned for the change ; 
that the present boundaries are the natural bound 
arie» of the counties mentioned, and a change is op­ 
posed by the members ¿Í the Assembly from all ot 
the cjuiities except the county of ban Benito, and 
by th e Senators representing all ot the counties 
ucern-d, except the county of San B enito; that 
no sufficient reason has b.en shown for incurring 
the exp m e and extra taxation incident to such 
change of hound try ; and, therefore, the under­ 
signed would recommend th at the biild » not p»8s. 
Johnson ai.-o presented a report against the pas­ 
sage of the bill. 
Dougherty, from the Committee on Federal Re- 
latioos, rei»ort* d hack favorably A. C. R. j 6, rela­ 
tive to lapsed land grants and their restoration to 
the pubiic domain, and it was adopted. 
Abo, A. C. 
JK 3, relative to the revisiou of th e tariff laws of 
the United states. 
Cro68 said that tbe resolution favored high tariff, 
and moved th at it be printed. 
So ordered. 
Also, w ithout recommendation, S. C. It. 15, re­ 
q u o tin g cur Representatives and inbtruc’.ing our 
Senators in Congress to use their be&t endeavors to 
secure the promotion of Lieutenant W. J. Reed, ot 
the United 
¿lates army. 
The resolution was 
adopted. 
Lyuch, from the Committee on Commerce and 
Navigation, rap rted back favorably, with amend­ 
m ents, 8. B 331, relative to the Pilot Comrnáí- 
si ncrs. 
C ro?, fr m the C m m ittee on Judiciary, reported 
favorably S. B. 155, to amend Section 4 of Article 
X \. of the Constitution, S. B. 158, ielating to the 
holding of defendants to answer when charged with 
the commission of a public offense, and A. B. 288, 
to provide the time and m anner of subm itting pro­ 
posed ame /dments to the Constitution.
